The application has been amended as follows: Claims 20 - 52 are canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed on August 24, 2009 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 1, 8 and 13-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over 
Aoyama et al.( US 6,365,659) in view of Naylor et al.( WO 97/47675) combine with Kato 
etal.(US 6,680,353). 

The Declaration provided evidence that Polyester resin composition, disclosed by 
Aoyama, comprising particles of titanium compound , having size of 1 micron or more 
in amount more than 100/0.02 mg and for this reason is different than composition 
claimed by Applicant's Claim 1, which is required presence of those particles in amount 
less than 100/0.02 mg. Note, that Declaration and original Specification also show that

film, made from polyester composition, wherein amount of particles having size of 1 
micron or more is less than 100/0.02 mg has superior properties. 

Thus, Declaration and Arguments filed on August 24, 2009 were found effective 
and persuasive to overcome obvious type rejection based on Aoyama. Therefore, 
instant Application passed to issue.
